THE HOME SUPPLY OF ICE. 
Much may be added to the keeping 
quality as well aa to the enjoyment of 
the food supplies for the home lf a 
supply of lee is available during the 
warmer months of the year. In cities 
aud towns of any alae the consumer 
has his want* In this line met by put­ 
ting up the “lee" card. With country 
dwellers the matter la not so simple. 
For those who wish to lay by a supply 
of ice for next summer a few sugges­ 
tions may be beipful. 
An outbuilding 
of about the size required for the nec­ 
essary supply may be utilised. This 
should be so situated that there will 
be good drainage from a point below 
the lowest tier of cakes. A space of a 
foot or fourteen Inches should be left 
between the body of ice sud the walls 
of the Inclosure. The cakes should ba 
packed iu regular fashion for economy 
of room, with euough space between 
them so aa to give free drainage to 
the bottom. The sawdust or other ma­ 
teriel used In packing should be pour­ 
ed in between the ice aud the walls as 
the pile increase* In height, but should 
9Qt be packed dojvn. When the last 
' ice hfts,.bneo l$W a leu luck 
tile packing material should 
ftkw f<dfc>wed by be placed over the whole b d) of tee, 
i 4m nauslig th* -»Th# air chamber above the ice should 
be kept well ventilated during warm 
weather. A supply of Ice Is often kept 
by cruder methods than those above 
outlined, but not with so satisfactory
